1 . The reply filed on 10/24/2003 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because 
of the following omission(s) or matter(s): The intent of the added limitations in claim 13 is still 
not made clear, specifically with reference to (In. 5) "...from screening of..", it is not clear if this 
'from" was intended to be "for" or if the phrase following "from" was inadvertently placed in the 
claim, the remarks do not make completely clear the intent of the added limitation(s). It appears 
by the suggestion of page 12 last paragraph of the remarks (paper #8), the intent of the claims 
'may be' that the 'independently' should be placed prior to the 'from 5 but the remarks and c laim 
still use the same confusing wording as previously pointed out. Also the correction of "\" should 



be corrected at this time to avoid confusion with respect to thi^meaning and, or or and and or. 
See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given 
ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is 
longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
